Books of the Week. 


THE IMPERIAL EXILE. 


Lady Norah Bentinck has written an 
interesting account of the ex-Kaiser m 
exile. We meet the fallen monarch as he 
leaves Germany on the 11th of November, 
1918, and his first request to his not 
altogether willing host, Count Godard 
Bentinck was, “Now, give me a cup of 
real good English tea.” This incident is 1 
typical one in this book, which reveals 
the ex-Kaiser as a man rather than as a 
statesman. No word of bitterness or re- 
proach was heard from him, and this fact 
particularly struck Count Godard. 
“Never,” he told the author, “from that 
day to this has a bitter word of any one, 
German or English, fallen from his lips, 
with the sole exception of Prince Max of 
Baden, of “whom he remarked, ‘Max of 
Baden has tricked me behind my back.’ 
Sidelights on the character of the de- 
throned man continually emerge. For 
instance, he said to his host, ‘ How strange 
it is that I have until now never stayed in 
any man’s house for more than three days, 
and with you [ have been for months !’,’’ 

Wilhelm does not shoot now or ride, and 
so his pastimes are very few. We learn 
that during the summer months he spends 
the hours between tea and dinner in 
witching tennis, walking and chatting 
about the garden, or maybe betaking him- 
self again to sawing. In winter he spends 
his time in reading, writing, or being read 
to, or talking with any of the guests who 
may be interesting, and, of course, sym- 
pathetic to him. Practically, he plays no 
games, not even cards. There is not a 
hint that he is compiling his memoirs, 

iving his version of his tragic story. Talk- 

ng seems to be his most congenial 
pastime, and of this he never wearies. 

In the pages of this book we do not hear 
much of the war, but we glean some 
opinions. It seems that Wilhelm very 
definitely admires our Tommies. He said 
so again and again. “Their bull-dogged- 
ness, the marvellous way they kept coming 
up, is given as, perhaps, their most out- 
standing characteristic. In particular, he 
singled out the landing at Gallipoli as one 
of the gam achievements of the whole 
war. The assault on Zeebrugge also deeply 
impressed him. After the affair at Zee- 
brugge he visited the place and informed 
one of the British prisoners who had 
taken a leading part in the attack that it 
was “a brilliant exploit, one of the most 
brilliant of the war.” “What made you 
do it?’ he inquired. “Just for a joke,” 
came the swift response. “How English ?” 
vas the rejoinder. The whole of our 
Army ~was praised as being the most 
gallant foe any soldier could wish for, 
and the achievements of the Guards were 
specially commended. It is pleasant to 
note the reiteration of the opinion that 
the British soldier was “always a gentle- 
man. 

Of course, Wilhelm takes the line that 
he lost the war through the vigour of the 
Northcliffe stepagtedls. “Oh, that pro- 
paganda of Northcliffe! It was colossal !”’ 
“What a man!’’ was the involuntary 
tribute paid to the owner of The Times. 
“If we had a Northcliffe, we could have 
won the®war.’’ Testimonies like these 
are wrung from the defeated man. It is 
unmistakably evident that Lord Northcliffe 
is one of the exceptions to the remark 
that there is no bitterness in the course 
of conversation. Wilhelm regards this 
journalist with intense antipathy, looks 
on him as his worst and most deadly. 
enemy. 

There are references to the past, and 
among them is one to Bismarck. “ What 
made you send him away?’’ Count Godard 
Bentinck once asked his guest, when the 
Iron Chancellor's name cropped up in con- 
versation during one of their long evening 
talks at Amerongen. “Let nobody think 
I did not admire Bismarck,’’ he replied; 
“I think he was one of the most remark- 
able.mén of the age. But F was very 
young, and I saw that Bismarck would be 
the uncrowned Emperor. I could not 
tolerate that. He or I had to go.” Bis- 
marck had to go in 1890, and the Emperor 
had to go in 1918.

RELIGION IN POLITICS. 

Mr. Ponsonby is an outspoken writer, 
who, utterly dissatisfied with the existing 
order, attempts the draft of a new one. 
He has no use for the politics of 
materialism and opportunism. Organised 
Christianity he vigorously rejects in its 
doctrine and its worship, but not, as we 
gather, in its ethics. At the same time, 
politics and religion there must be, and 
that in union, if the world is to go right. 
Right political action demands moral in- 
spiration, and this again demands 
religion. Mr. Ponsonby is dismayed by 
what he calls “the drift towards 
materialism,’’ and by materialism he 
means “the substitution of material 
values for spiritual values.”’ 

But how to meet and counteract this 
drift—that is a difficult question. The 
author dismisses such ideal counteractives 
as Imperialism, patriotism, and Church 
doctrines, though he admits the value of 
the Christian ideal set forth in the teach- 
ing of Jesus, which is, he declares, 
neglected by the Church. On the other 
hand, “the ideal of Socialism, a society 
founded on the scale of capacity, not of 
money; is a great inspiration, and con- 
stitutes in itself a religion.” Yet even 
Socialism does not satisfy Mr. Ponsonby ; 
in fact, he hardly knows where to turn to 
find what he wants—a moral inspiration 
that will direct politics and human life 
into the right = roan He sees that 
religion cannot be done without. “There 
is a soul in every nation.” “You cannot 
eliminate the spiritual element.” But 
what Mr. Ponsonby means by religion or, 
for that matter, by Christian morality 
does not appear. Yet his little book, if 
lacking in constructive guidance, is by 
no means without value. Honest criticism 
is always helpful; for it compels honest 
minds to examine afresh their working 
principles and those spiritual foundations 
on which alone, we are persuaded, a right 
and prosperous community can be built,

THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH. 

Professor Ramsay Muir attains a great 
measure of success in this spirited survey 
of the development of the British 
Commenwealth. Historians have written 
ef the rise and growth of the United 
Kingdom and of the daughter nations ; 
but this is the first volume, written on a 
sufficiently comprehensive scale, which 
combines the rise and growth not only ol 
our three islands, but also of the 
continents overseas. The first book de- 
scribes the making of the four nations 
down to A.D. 1215. We note with glad- 
ness that the author does not over-em- 
phasise the importance of Magna Charta. 
Then comes the survey of the conflicts of 
the four nations, and with this survey is 

i a fine account oí the growth of 
self-government, This brings us to 1485. 
The third book discusses the beginning 


| of the. Pp age. . Here the author 


wisely links together the Reformation and 
the opening oí the seas. There is, in- 

eed, a real connection between the in- 
dividualism of the Reformation and the in- 
dividualism of the English sailor. The 
latter in thé sixteenth century had to de- 


vise his own plans for the charting of un- | 


known seas. From independence in naval 
matters to independence in religious 
matters is a short step. Moreover, the 
independence. of the sailor was developed 
into a spirit of antagonism to the Church 
of Rome when he witnessed the way in 
which Alexander VI. had virtually closed 
the seas to all save the Spanish and the 
Portuguese. If the Pope weré mistaken 
in sea affairs, he might also be mistaken 
in theological affairs. The discovery of 
Christopher Columbus had altered en- 
tirely the situation of England to Europe. 
Formerly England had been on the fringe 
of Enrope, for there was no country, 
save Ireland, on her west. Now England 
had the Continent of America on her 
west, and this of itself placed her at the 
very heart of affairs. 

In his fourth book Professor Ramsay 
Muir combines into one account the 
struggle, which lasted during the whole 
of the seventeenth century, for national 
self-government and the beginnings of 
English expansion overseas. The note- 
worthy matter in the fourth and fifth 
boeks is this combination, which deserves 
warm praise. The author lets us see the 
actions and the reactions of the struggle 
at home on the expansion abroad. It is 
obvious. when it is pointed out, but he 
never allows the reader to miss the mean- | 
ing of the combination. The volume ends 
with an able survey of the Whig oligarchy 
and the establishment of maritime and 
Colonial supremacy. In other_words, it 
comes down to the year 1763, when Eng- 
land had won some of her greatest Colo- 
nial triumphs in the Seven Years’ War.

A HISTORY OF LABOUR. 

Mr. Stone has essayed a difficult task 
in his effort to compress the history of 
Labour, from the earliest times to the 
present day, into the compass of a handy 
volume. He possesses the merit of trying 
to understand the past. He is not 
anxious to criticise 
view of the present day and to tell us how 
far it is behind our standard of comfort. 
His attitude is that men used to be 
reasonable, and he sets before us their 
reasons for conduct which differs very 
much from our own. For example, Mr. 
Stone begins his book with an accurate 
account of the institution of slavery. Here 
he is careful to show that, when a man 
was captured in war and preserved to 
become a slave, we had a real advance on 
the days when his capture meant that 
he was either offered up as a human 
sacrifice or eaten by his captors. Mr. 
Stone covers the Greek, Hebrew, and 
Roman origins of slavery with insight. 
The Greeks had a characteristic reason 
for the institution of slavery—namely, 
that the slave was such by race and was 
unfit to become free. His mental in- 
feriority was such that it stamped him 
for all time. As Mr. Stone desires to see 
progress in the past, this is a theory 
which makes no appeal to him. 

At least as much nonsense is being 
written at the present moment about guilds 
as about Bolshevism. Mr. Stone lays 
stress upon the fact that the guilds were 
associations of employers, not of the em- 
ployed. He draws attention to the close 
connection between the Black Death of 
1448 and the peasants’ revolt of 1381. 
After his narrative of the agrarian re- 
volution, he seems to us to hurry the pace 
of his volume too much, for the next 
chapter deals with the industrial revolu- 
tion, It.is plain to us all now that our 
victories against Napoleon were gained as 
much in the factories of Lancashire as in 
the Peninsala or at Waterloo. 

Mr. Stone devotes no less than gix 
chapters to a survey of the present situa- 
tion, This survey is done with a breadth 
of mind which makes it a pleasure to 
read. “I am no believer,’ he concludes, 
“in a suddenly achieved Utopia; I see 
little in history that suggests that short 
cuts are the best roads to travel by; I see 
little gain by sharp upheavals. In the 
future, as in the past, it will be the 
character and worth of our race which 
will) secure us sound advantages. This 
work is, indeed, based upon the belief, not 
held lightly or in ignorance, that natural 
tendencies favour evolution and oppose 
most sharply revolution.’’ "

THE CONTROL 0F LIFE. 

Professor J. Arthur Thomson, of the 
University of Aberdeen, is one of the most 
popular writers on scientific subjects to- 
day. Volume after volume comes from his 
pen and all are eagerly welcomed. The 
main theme of the present volume is that 
“inereased biological knowledge implies 
increased possibilities of controlling life.”’ 
In the replication of this theme Professor 
Thomson shows how science has succeeded 
in. checking, and even eliminating, dis- 
eases—as, for example, malaria; how it 
has assisted the breeder, how it offers 
guidance in respect of nurture, how it 
throws light on population problems, and 
so forth. Biological science ean do much 
to raise the standard of health and im- 
per the human breed. So much has 

een accomplished that we may well be 
hopeful that man will soon reach a vastly 
higher platform of free, fit, and happy 
life, Biological evolution is neither re- 
trograde nor static. Professor Thomson is 
a meliorist. He is persuaded that 
humanity must progress, that God Him- 
self is a God of evolution, Whose name in 
the ancient oracle meant, “I will be what 
I will be.”

Ireland has 
some. 43 per cent. of the cattle in the 
United Kingdom and consumes less than 
one-fourth of the stock which she produces. 
Last year the value of Ireland's export of 
cattle to Great Britain—and’ she has no 
other market—was £42,339,471. ' If now 
the embargo, not only on Canadian but on 
other foreign stores as well, be abolished, 
what will happen to the Irish trade? The 
prospect is not pleasant. As the Irish wit- 
nesses said to the Commission, calf-rearing 
in Ireland has been encouraged by the 
steady demand for Irish stores in the 
British market, and, should that demand 
decrease through Canadian or other com- 
petition,.the Irish breeder will be forced 
to turn his attention to some other form 
of agricultural output. In other words, 
the Irish cattle trade, which is, nossibly, 
the mainstay of Ireland’s material pros- 
perity, will suffer a heavy loss. From the 
purely economic standpoint we are con- 
vinced that the raising of the embargo 
would be a serious’ mistake. It would 
affect not only Ireland; but Britain as a 
whole, and might lead to a national 
calamity. Let us suppose that the Irish 
breeders are compelled by Canada’s com- 
petition to curtail, if not to stop, the breed- 
ing of stores altogether. What would 
happen in the event of another. war? 
Britain could not possibly obtain the neces- 
sary number of cattle to fatten, and 
hunger would stare her in the face. . The 
Commissioners apparently have been im- 
pressed by this argument ; for, while they 
advocate the raising of the embargo, they 
also urge that the home breeding of stores 
shall be encouraged. The law of supply 
and demand governs the cattle trade as it 
governs every other branch of economic 
activity ; and, if the British market is 
swamped with Canadian stores, no amount 
of “ encouragement ’’ will prevent the home 
supply from dwindling into insignificance 
within the course of very few years.

In the darkest moments of the 
long-drawn preliminaries they refused +o 
despair because the mere suggestion that 
peace could be rejected seemed to them to 
be an incredible folly. The news will 
fill the whole world outside Ire- 
land with. astonishment. For the first 
time in Anglo-Irish history it will rally 
the public opinion of both hemispheres to 
the side of the British Government. ‘1'wo 
months ago the country was on the brink 
of ruin. It ran with blood ; its commerce 
and industry were sinking in decay; the 
outlook was utterly hopeless, It was 
saved by the truce, and the truce was 
followed by an offer of peace and settle- 
‘ment for which the records of the British 
‘| Empire—or of any Empire—afford no pre- 
cedent. It went far beyond the utmost 
for which Irish’ Nationalists in the past 
had striven—indeed, beyond the utmost of 
which they had dared to dream. Ireland 
was offered the status of a Dominion in 
the British Empire—all the serviceable 
rights of Canada and Australia combined 
with all the advantages of her neighbour- 
hood to the richest markets in Europe. 
She was not asked to take the offer on 
trust. She was invited to come into con- 
ference with British Ministers, to hammer 
out the terms of settlement, to explore the 
widest limits of national liberty, to de- 
mand guarantees if they should seem to be 
-mecessary, Only one condition was. im- 
posed. As Mr. Lloyd George repeats to- 
day, England cannot admit, either in 
theory or in practice, Sinn Fein’s right to 
call ‘Ireland asa Republic. The matter, how- 
‘ever, could .not have passed out of the 
region of théory.

French Taxpayers. 


The financial position is causing con- 
siderable discussion in France, Experts 
say that the next Budget must provide an 
income’ of about twenty-five milliard 
frances, and the Paris Press is asking how 
the money can be raised. Some news- 
papers are im the depths of despair and 
insist “that the country must. prodaim: 
itself bankrupt; others face the situa 
more sturdily and say that the Gov

The situation,in Burgenland shows no 
sign of improvement. The Treaty of 
Trianon provided that the ‘district of 
Baranya should form part of the Hungarian 
State and that Hungary should give the 
Burgenland to Austria. The Yugo-Slavs 
withdrew from Baranya in accordance with 
the demands of the.

Mr. Lloyd George “has. cancelled the 
arrangements for a conference at Inver- 
ness next week and ‘is consulting his 
colleagues on the course of action which 
may be necessary in view of Sinn Fein's 
latest Note. 

This announcement was made last night 
in the Prime. Minister 's reply to Mr. de 
Valera s letter. ! 

Mr. de Valera had written saying that 
Sinn Fein was willing to enter a confer- 
ence, and that it was hoped that its repre- 
sentatives would be at Inverness on Sep- 
tember 20. 

His letter he described as “this final 
Note,” and in it he declared that it was 
only as representatives of an independent 
Sovereign State that Sinn Fein’s delegates 
could act on behalf of the Trish people. 

The prineiple of. “ government by con- 
sent of the governed’’ must, it was added, 
be the basis of any agreement that would 
achieve the final reconciliation of both: 
peoples.

Our readiness to contemplate 
such an association was indicated in our letter 
of August 10th. We have accordingly ‘sum- 
moned Dail Eireann, that we may submit to it 
for ratification the names of the representatives 
it ie our intention to , “We hope that 
these representatives ‘will find it possible to be 
at Inverness on the date you suggest, September 
20th. 

In this final Note we deem it our duty, to re- 
afirm that our position it, and can only be, as 
we have defined it throughout this correspond- 
ence. Our nation has formally declared its in- 
dependence, and recognises iiself as a sovereign 
State. It is only as the representatives of that 
State and as its chosen guardians that we have

CANADIAN STORE CATTLE. 


The Times; commenting editorially upon the 
report published yesterday of the Royal Com- 
mission presided over by Lord Finlay, in which 
the admission of Canadian store cattle into this 
country is recommended, observes:—From the 
frank language of the report it is clear that the 
Commission are fully aware that - the course 
which they recommend will be decidedly un- 
aged in many parts of the United Kingdom 

e majority of the farmers in England. and 
Wales, the whole of Ireland, and the smaller 
farmers of the Scottish Highlands (many of 
whom, it is claimed, will be thrown out of 
business if the report is followed by legislative 
action), are all strongly in favour of the maip- 
tenance of the embargo. On the other hand, 
the big “ intensive” farmers of the Scottish 
lowlands and, generally speaking, the popula- 
tion of London and other large towns in Great 
Britain are anxious for its removal. To decide 
between these conflicting interests of different 

arts and different classes of the United King- 
Jain, to reject the views held by such men as 
Lord Ernle and Lord Chaplin, can have been no 
easy matter. Their pronouncement on the high 
standard of health of Canadian cattle will be 
warmly welcomed not only in the Dominion, 
but by countless friends and admirers of Canada 
in this country, adds The Times. There gre 
and have been for the past thirty years at 
least, no cleaner cattle in the world, and it is 
natural that Canadians should have resen 
the charge, now once for all disposed of, that 
there was a risk of their importing disease. The 
whole evidence has now been clearly placed be- 
fore the Government and the country. It is for 
them to decide whether the recommendations of 
the Commission are to be carried out. It is 
possible that they would “in a measure,” as 
the réport says, do good. It is also possible 
that in the past both the expectations of tho 
Canadian and the fears of the English farmers 
have had less justification in fact than they 
believed.
